Mr. T. Ishikawa, a resident of Acmori City, accompanied by a 
person, who was introduced to us as a Buddhist monk, called at the 
ISI yesterday and reported that a 17 00- year-old image of Lord Buddha, 
made of emaralds, was soon to be sold by its owner to an American 
multi-millionaire connected with the Rockfeller Foundation, for U3.$ ! 

30 million. Mr. Ishikawa hiireelf had neither seen the image nor did,;./ 
he know its owner. But the monk had seen the image and a]s o knew its 
owner. According to him, the image showed Lord Buddha with folded 
hands, was about a fteet high and weighed 14,700 carots. It was fired 
on a 21" sq. piece of wood* .

2. The Buddhist monk further added that the imagp originally belong- 
ed to the late Subhash Chandra Bose, but, after his death, came tabe 
acquired by its present owner. He refused to dis close ■ as to how the ; 
latter came to possess the image or what his name feSaddress were® 

He, however, said that the owner had two houses: one in Tokyo and the 
other in Aomori, and that the image was at present lying^ in Tokyo. •

3. Both Mr. Ishikawa and the Buddhist monk added that they did not 

like the idea of an image of Lord Buddha going to the USA for sake of 
money. On the other hand, they thought that Prime! Minister Nehru was 
anxious that the image should be acquired by the Government of India.. 
They said that they would be very happy to help the Govt. 

of India in acquiring the image if we agreed to pay them 5% of the 
total amount for which the image was going to the sold, i.e. $ 1*5 
million. They refused to disclose as to- how they could accomplish such | 
a remarkable job of getting us an article for $ 1.5 million when, 
according to their cwn statement, someone 'else was ready to pay $ 30 
million for the >eame article. 

4. The matter was reported to the Counsellor. He said that there 
were some previous papers also on the subject. A look at the* old file 
showed that a story about the treasures of the late Subhash Bose was 
told to us in 1958 also. At. that time one Keiz-o Takei, anleraployee of 
the Miyoshi Chemical Co., Ltd., Tokyo, informed us that the treasures 
of the late Bose were deposited in the Mitsui Bank by their present 
holder, a Mr. Tajima. He also added that the principal item of 
treasures was an oriental emerald weighing 18,400 carots. The matter ; 
was reported to the Government of India in August 1958. Thqjr advised 4 
that the best coirs e for us would be to take up the matter with the 
Japanese Government. We could transmit to them the information which; 

i had and ask them for their advice as to how best the matter cou*L<l 
be handled. We were also asked to make it clear to the Japanese Govt, 
that the Govt, of India had no intention of entering upon any pro- 
tracted civil pr breedings in this matter. 

5. The matter was taken up wiih Mr. Iwama of the Gaimudo in 
December 1958 by our former First Secretary, Mr. Malik. An extract 
from a note recorded by him after meeting Mr. Iwama is reproduced 
below :- 


"He was rather discourging saying that information we 
had received was not specific, that it would be difficult 
for the Police to undertake investigations without 
infringing the Human Rights Provisions of the Constitution, . 
etc. He went so far as to suggest that we should engage a 
private detective. I pointed out that publicity was precisely 
what it was the interest of both Governmentslto avoid and that 
police could find things out with much less danger of 
publicity than a private investigation. I also said that it 
waild be desirable to give some answer to the various parties 
which had come to the finbassy with information. Mr. Iwama said 
he would consult the Le gal Affairs Bureau."

WHEREABOUTS OF ONE TRILLION YEN DIAMOND 

By Mr. Kohichi Sekoh. 

A large amount of diamond was procured by Japanese 
Government from the nation during the last war. According 
to a testimony at the Diet in th/^se days by an official 
in charge, the amount of the diamond procured from the 
nation was about 160,000 carats, which is at present kept at 
the Bank of Japan. I cannot, however, agree to the figure 
since there must be about 650,000 carats according to the 
results of my investigation made when I was parliamentary 
vice Minister for International Affairs. In this connection, 
many people were summoned to testify at the Diet after the 
war. I understand GHq (General Headquarters) had delicate 
relation with the diamond issue. Accidentally I came to 
know they had 50 carats of diamond in their custody. Also, 

I know a large amount of diamond was found when a plane 
crashed with Mr. Bose and some Japanese on board. Further, 
many pieces of diamond had -scattered at the crashing site 
of a Japanese plane at Mr. Mihara. 

My prayer is that diamond illegally possessed by 
certain people will come out to the world and returned to the 
original owners. I am sure huge amount of concealed diamond 
will be displayed at show-windows of jei^/el shops once a law 
authorizing ownership of diamond by the present owners is 
promulgated.

Our Committee has seen the two letters 
f rom Dar (Hos. F5(l)NGO-I, dated the 25th end 26th of 
May 1956) » regarding the evidence in Formosa. It is 
noted that the Government of India are not in favour of 
the Committee paying a visit to Formosa. It is also 
noted that the authorities in Formosa are not willing 
to allow the evidence of Formosan witnesses to be 
recorded outside that Island. In the circumstances# the 
Committee has no option but to agree to the only method 
by which evidenoe of Formosan witnesses is likely to 

I 

be obtained. Arrangements msy please be made to have 
the statements of Formosan witnesses recorded# as suggested# 
by the British Consul General and make them available to 
the Committee either during their return to India# Care 
of the Ministry ofExternal Affairs. In tills connection# 
it is suggested that a hint# if there is no objection# 
may be given to the British Consul in Formosa that while 
a Chinese offioial might be present during examination 
of Formosan witnesses by the Consul# the latter would no 
doubt make sure thct the witnesses speak their mind openly. 
It would be appreciated if 4 copies of the statement in 
English# duly authenticated by the British Consul# are 
forwarded to this Committee. 

We have been asked to supply Chinese names 
in full of the Formosan witnesses.

such a mistake should not happen again. I am glad to 
say that Shah Nawaz Khan did not repeat the mistake 
during his stay here. I also warned the Indian 
community. Including Nalr and Miglani , at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Indian Association on May 12 
that the Committee must have the fullest support and 
cooperation of all Indian nationals being a Committee 
appointed by our own Government. These two Individuals* 
however, remained hostile and refused to appear before 
the Committee though Invited to do so. 

5. As regards the attitude of Suresh Chandra Bose, 
about which you wrote to me. I am afraid he was a problem 
throughout. As Chairman. Shah Nawas could exercise 
little control over him. During the examination of 11 . 
fitnesses. Bose often shoved bad temper, both to Shah 
Nawaz and to Maltra and. sometimes, even to witnesses.. 1 - 
Shah Nawas spoke to me in high praise of Maitra's 
patience and self-control in the face of Bose's provocations. 
Shah Nawaz himself showed no less patience and self- 
control in dealing with him. Bose appeared to me to be 

not quite all there. Some of his actions were strange. 

For Instance, without telling Shah Nawaz or Maltra. 
he arranged to pay a call on the widow of General To jo 
who must have been known to him to have taken an active 
part in the last death anniversary celebration held In 
Renkojl Temple for Subhas Bose. On another occasion, Bose 
slipped away to visit the Renkoji Temple and see the ashes 
for himself. Before he left Tokyo he distributed copies 
of Subhas Bose's photographs to many Japanese associates 
of Subhas Bose vrho had testified before the Committee 
to hi3 death. These actions seem Inconsistent with the 
belief to which he Is reported to have given expression 
here that Subhas Bose is not dead and will re -appear at the 
proper time. V 

6. Once or twice I tried to sound Suresh Chandra Bose 
about his general trend of thinking but he always avoided 

a frank discussion with me. Finally I decided to let him . 
alone as I was afraid that any direct approach by me on -: -a 
the subject might give him a handle to use against his 
colleagues and against Governmenl/ln case he found his 
recommendations unacceptable to them. It is easy to be 
wise after the event. But, in retrospect, his seleetion 
as a member of the Committee appears to have been a mistake. 
Whether or not any other member of the Bose family could f 
have stood up to the pressures, both hidden and open, vhloh 
are being exercised by the other members of the family 
and also by some of the so-called followers of Subhas Boso 
in Calcutta, it Is however difficult to say#

Shri Shah Nawaz Khan had a talk yesterday 

afternoon with the Prime Minister about the work of his 

Committee in Japan. Earlier he had a talk also with me 

on the same subject. He was full of praise for the 

co-operation which you and the Embassy had extended to 

his Committee in Tokyo. At the same time he complained 

of the rather extraordinary attitude throughout adopted by 

Shri Suresh Chandra Bose. Shri Bose, according to 

Shri Shah Nawaz Khan, was generally non-cooperative and 

gave the impression that the other two members of the 

Committee had made up their minds that Netaji was dead 
« 

and it was his duty to expose them apd reveal the truth. 

On the other hand, the Japanese Government are said to 
have been most co-operative. They placed all the evidence 
that was available in Japan at the disposal of the Committee. 

2. The Prime Minister would like me to find out 

from you how the Committee functioned generally in Tokyo 
and to what extent they received co-operation from the 
Government and the people of Japan. You might also let 
us have, for our personal information, your own appreciation 
of Shri Bose’s attitude.
